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FROM  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


That  the  supervision  of  food  supplies  is  carried  out 
by  Public  Health  Inspectors  is  fairly  well  known,  but  the 
amount  of  time  that  is  spent  on  what  most  people  will  regard 
as  an  important  service  is  not  j^’ener  a lly  reali sed=  The  reason 
probably  is  that  the  workhas  been  so  arranged  as  to  be  almost 
routine  in  character ^  and  incidentally,  almost  unnoticed. 
Supervision  is  carried  out  quietly  so  that  the  inspection 
of  ail  animals  killed  for  meat  the  sampling  of  foods  and 
drugs  for  evidence  of  adulteration,  and  in  the  case  of  milk, 
the  testing  of  its  keeping  quality  and  freedom  from  disease 
contaminants  the  quiet  educational  work  which  goes  on 
amongst  workers  in  foodstuffs  to  encourage  hygienic  handling 
and  the  supervision  of  food  premises  are  all  evident  to  the 
officer  in  the  results  obtained,  but  are  often  taken  for 
granted  by  the  public ; 

'Riere  is  little  to  show  for  the  work  done,  but  to  the 
technician  engaged  in  the  task,  the  knowledge  that  milk 
supplies  are  now  of  good  substance  and  keeping  quality,  and 
that  for  instance  ice  cream  is  hygi  eni  rally  produced  and  can 
now  be  regarded  as  a  food  rather  tnan  as  a  refreshment  are 
examples  of  good  results  which  are  the  principle  rewards  of 
his  offices 

Legal  aids  are  generally  slow  in  their  development,  but 
when  they  do  come,  they  are  welcomes  The  Food  Hygiene  Regu¬ 
lations  have  proved  helpful  because  they  give  power  of  en-^ 
forcernent  to  recommended  practice,  and  are  of  value  in  im 
proving  the  standard  of  construction  of  food  premises,,  There! 
are  di fficulties  because  in  some  respects  such  as  the  provision: 
of  equipment  for  the  washing  of  hands  resistance  to  i ts  i 
installation  is  often  experienced  in  the  case  of  the  smaller  i 
premises,  but  the  overall  picture  is  one  of  cumulative!' 
improvement  over  recent  years s 
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rioin  good  iood  to  clean  air  is  not  a  short  step,  hut  no 

review  would  be  complete  without  reference  to  fields  of  action 
opened  up  by  Uie  coming  in  to  operation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  with 
Its  provision  for  amendments  to  new  building  byelaws,  the 
making  of  smoke  control  areas  and  other  provisions  designed 
to  control  emissions  of  domestic  and  industrial  smoke.  It  is 
well  known  that  the  burning  of  coal  in  open  domestic  grates 
produces  smoke  with  a  high  tar  content,  sticky  in  character, 
which  adlieres  to  stonework,  fabrics  and  vegetation,  where  the 
sulphur  acids  contained  in  the  smoke  carry  out  their  destructive 
work.  Industrial  boiler  furnaces  on  the  other  hand  usually 
operate  at  higher  temperatures,  and  consume  many  of  the  tarry 
particles.  For  this  and  other  reasons,  domestic  smoke  is 
probably  the  greatest  single  factor  in  atmospheric  pollution 
in  tins  country,  and  the  making  of  smoke  control  areas  could 
be  of  real  benefit  in  this  residential  area,  particularly 
during  the  winter  months » 

The  measurement  of  deposited  smoke,  grit  and  sulphur 
dioxide  continue,  and  whi Is t  the  ins truments  used  give  a  local 
picture  of  air  pollution,  a  broader  picture  is  obtained  by 
comparing  and  discussing  our  results  with  those  of  others 
throughout  the  county,  a  benefit  which  accrues  from  the 
Council's  membership  of  the  Warwickshire  Clean  Air  Councils 

The  Rent  Act  1957  came  into  operation  in  July  of  that 
year  accompanied  by  many  minor  difficulties  and  legal  tech¬ 
nicalities,  but  after  eighteen  months  working  these  have  been 
resolved  and  the  repairs  provisions  of  the  Act  seem  now  to  be 
working  satisfactorily.  Because  this  is  an  area  where  owner- 
occupiers  predominate,  it  was  not  expected  that  the  demand 
for  certificates  of  disrepair  would  be  as  great  as  in  say  an 
industrial  area.  Nevertheless  there  has  been  a  steady  flow 
of  applications  which  have  tended  to  keep  staff  busy  invest¬ 
igating  alleged  defects.  From  the  type  of  application  received 

and  from  the  complaint  book,  it  is  apparent  that  tenants  are 
now  using  the  Rent  Act  to  secure  the  remedying  of  defects 
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wnicii  wouia  previously  have  been  dealt  with  under  the  public 
Health  or  Housing  Acts, 

With  the  passage  of  time  the  work  of  improving  the  en¬ 
vironment  of  citizens  involved  the  use  of  new  technioues,  and 
in  their  development;,  the  help  of.  our  colleagues  in  this  and 
other  HenartmentSo  That  this  help  has  been  freely  given  is 
gratefully  acknowledgedj  forwitliout  i t  the  p"  ogress  made  over 
the  years  would  not  have  been  possible.  Our  thanks  are  due 
also  to  the  Council  for  its  support  and  encouragement  at  all 
t imes ,

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SmtSlING  POOLS. 

The  public  continue  to  be  catered  for  b\  the  sane  two 
swinmiing  pools  vdiich  have  served  them  for  a  number  of  years, 
but  which  have  had  improvements  to  the  filtration  and 
chlorination  plants  ei fee ted  from  time  to  time  to  keep  pace 
with  modern  reejui remen ts  and  the  increasing  popularity  of 
swimming  and  sunbathing.  One  pool  is  owned  by  the  Council  and 
tile  other  is  privately  owned.  At  the  latter^  a  new  hlorination 
plant  and  a  new  soda  ash  plant  were  installed  during  the  year. 

During  the  period  that  the  pools  were  in  use,  three 
samples  from  each  pool  were  submitted  to  the  public  analysts 
lor  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination  and 
these,  with  one  exception  were  satisfactory.  In  addition  two 
samples  fror  each  poo  1  subrni  t ted  to  the  PublicHealth  Laboratory 
for  bacteriological  examination  only  gave  satisfactory  results, 

Tne  Public  Health  Inspectors  paid  frequent  visits  to  the 
pools  to  carry  out  "on  the  spot"  tests  of  the  waters  for  free 
chlorine  content  and  for  their  pH,  values,  this  latter  in- 
dicating_  the  acidity  or  the  alkalinity  of  the  waters.  The 
results  indicated  whether  adjustments  were  necessary  to  the 
supply  of  chlorine  or  alkali,  (soda  ash).  The  local  byelaws 
with  respect  to  swinging  baths  and  bathing  pools  state  that 
the  water  must  contain  'not  less  than  0,2  parts  and  not  more 
than  0.5  parts  per  million  of  chlorine'.  The  pIL  /alue  of  the 
water  should  be  between  7,2  and  8,0, 


Intermittent  hot  and  rainy  spells  predominated  during 
^he  season  anj patronage  at  the  baths  fluctuated  accordingly, 
ihe  plant  at  both  pools  successfully  dealt  with  the  bathing 
loads  and  maintained  a  good  quality  water,

dioxide  in  the  atmosphereu 

The  six  months  that  these  instruments  have  been  in 
I  operation,  is  too  short  a  time  for  the  results  to  show  any 
:  positive  indication  of  type  or  kind  of  pollution,  although 
the  instruments  already  show  that  domestic  fires  and  the 
i  general  increase  in  winter  heating  lead  to  an  increase  in 
Sulphur  dioxide  and  that  the  denser  built  up  areas  give  rise 
to  a  Iiigher  deposit  of  grit  and  dust.
